Subject: Potential Labor Dispute 

Contract No. (HD)-SG-578 


Gentlemen: 

In accordance with the terms of subject contract, this 
company wishes to advise of a potential labor dispute at its St. 

Paul, Minnesota facilities. 

The Company is currently negotiating for a union cont- 
ract with the International Union of Operating Engineers, Local 
36, American Federation of Labor representing si* (6) Station- 
ary Engineers and Firemen. In addition, General Drivers Union, 
Local 120, American Federation of Labor, has sought to repre- 
sent the five (5) Truck Drivers at this Company. On 2 December 
1954, Notice of Dispute with Intent to Strike was filed by the above 
unions. It is noted that separate notice was filed by each union. 

On 8 December 1954, meetings were held by the Company and unions 
with the State of Minnesota Labor Conciliator, in the forenoon with 
IUOE and in the afternoon with the General Drivers. As a result of 
these meetings, both unions stated that they would take no further 
action until they had conferred with their membership end legal 
couneel. 


Although a work atoppage ia not at this time considered 
imminent, it la possible that a work stoppage could take place ae 
early as 13 December 1914, which date follows the ten day cool- 
ing off period as provided by the Minnesota Labor Relations Act. 
The union# have stated they will notify the Company prior to any 
strike action.
